KPFK  is  a  member 
of  the  Association  of  California  Public  Radio  Sta- 
tions and  the  National  Federation  of  Community 
Broadcasters. 


In  the  unlikely  event  that  you  have  not  yet  heard  The  Car  Show,  we  present  the 
facts:  it  is,  well,  a  show  about  cars.  It  has  been  a  feature  on  Saturday  afternoons 
for  something  over  five  years.  Using  arcane  survey  procedures,  it  appears  to  be 
KPFK's  most  popular  program. 

The  show's  principals  are  John  Retsek  and  Len  Frank.  Retsek  has  done  the  show 
since  its  inception  (first  with  Jack  Kirkpatrick,  then  solo);  Frank  joined  him  in  1977 

In  real  life  Retsek  is  the  Art  Director  of  KCET  Channel  28.  He  says  the  job  makes 
him  sick  and  eats  the  occasional  Gelusil  just  to  make  the  point.  His  long  string  of 
credits  as  an  Art  Director  include  the  current  Cosmos  series  ("more  an  ego  trip  than 
a  personal  voyage.  .  ."),  and  at  least  one  blue  movie  ("a  minor  classic")  banned  at  a 
local  art  house. 

Frank,  after  a  checkered  career  in  the  automobile  business  spanning  "twenty-odd 
painful  years,"  and  a  few  years  teaching  college  students  to  read  and  write,  has  fal- 
len into  automotive  and  honest  journalism.  He  publishes: regularly  in  Motor  Trend, 
Sports  Car  Graphic,  Road  Test  and  others,  less  regularly. 

Both  are  from  the  midwest,  Frank  from  Youngstown,  Ohio,  and  Retsek  from  Mi- 
chigan City,  Indiana.  Retsek's  grandfather  owned  a  Duesenberg.  Frank  doesn't  think 
his  grandfather  knew  how  to  drive. 

The  show  began  as  a  response  to  a  guest  spot  done  by  Retsek  and  Kirkpatrick  on  a 
consumer  affairs   show.  Kirkpatrick  left  the  LA  area  about  a  year  later.  Frank  was 
an  occasional  listener  and  freely  admits  that  he  couldn't  stand  it.  He  claims  to  have 
progressed  from  muttering  at  the  radio— a  KPFK  tradition— to  ".  .  .  raging  around  the 
house  waving  my  arms  and  yelling  about  ignorance  and  incompetance.  ..."  A  friend 
suggested  he  call  Retsek,  lunch  was  arranged  on  neutral  ground,  they  swapped  stor- 
ies. Finally  Retsek  began  telling  Frank  about  an  eccentric   little  car  he  had  once 
owned  that  "cornered  on  one  wheel.  .  ."  "Berkeley,"  Frank  said,"!  owned  two  of 
them."  They  immediately  recognized  the  congenital  weakness  in  one  another  and 
have  been  together  on  the  show  ever  since. 

At  least  half  an  average  show  is  devoted  to  answering  questions  from  listeners.  The 
most  frequently  asked  question  is  "what  shall  I  buy?"  closely  followed  by  "now 
that  I  have  it,  where  do  I  get  it  fixed?"  They  try  to  point  out  that  there  are  no  de- 
finitive answers  to  most  questions— that  people  buy  cars  emotionally,  that  it's  impos- 
sible to  know  where  you  have  been  "ripped-off "  if  you  don't  know  what  was  wrong, 
don't  understand  the  car,  don't  know  how  difficult  it  is  to  fix.  They  encourage  peo- 
ple to  work  on  their  own  cars  if  only  to  get  some  sense  of  how  difficult  some  things 
may  be.  Once  again  they  stress  that  economy  and  gas  mileage  are  not  (necessarily) 
the  same  thing,  that  used  cars  are  the  cheapest  transportation,  and  that  big,  reliable 
cheap  American  cars  are  better  buys  than  most  imports.  "But  of  course,  there  are 
exceptions."  There  are  always  exceptions,  it  seems.   Both  are  worried  about  the 
government's  interest  in  all  things  automotive.  Unlike  Ralph  Nader,  they  tiiink  that 
the  conaimer  is  not  a  helpless  victim  incapable  of  any  self-defense  against  a  predato- 
ry GM  or  VW.  Retsek  says  that  if  it  came  to  a  showdown  and  he  had  to  choose  be- 
tween CM  and  the  government,  he  would  choose  GM  every  time.  "I  know  what  GM 
wants,"  he  says. 

Accidents,  they  insist,  are  caused  by  drivers,  not  cars.  Sex  and  driving,  Frank  feels 
"are  far  too  important  to  be  treated  in  as  haphazard  a  manner  as  they  are."  He 
cringes,  though,  at  the  thought  of  the  government  getting  any  more  involved  with 
either. 

Inevitably,  there  will  be  another  Saturday,  another  Car  Show,  another  car  to  be 
evaluated,  another  plaintive  call  that  starts,  ".  .  .  you're  my  last  hope.  .  .  ."  And 
John  &  Len,  stepping  on  each  other's  lines,  will  assure  the  caller  that,  indeed  if  they 
are  the  last  hope,  he's  in  trouble.

Once  in  a  while,  we  hear  about  a  film, 
and  we  know  instantly,  "this  is  a  KPFK 
movie!" 

Such  a  film  is  John  Sayijs'  Return  of 
the  Secaucus  7.  It  has  delighted  audi 
ences  at  numerous  film  festivals,  and 
has  won  the  hearts  of  countless  review- 
ers (see  Laemmie  ad,  page  2).  Beyond 
the  fact  that  it  is  intelligent  and  funny 
about  a  theme  many  of  us  can  identify 
with  (it's  set  in  a  reunion  of  60s  activ- 
ists), this  film  was  made  on  a  budget 
which  strains  credulity.  That  talented 
people  can  still  create  an  effective  film 
with  so  few  bucks  has  been  greatly  • 
cheering  to  those  who  fear  for  the  fu- 
ture of  movies.  Now,  it's  up  to  the  pub- 
lic to  demonstrate  that  there  is  a  "mar- 
ket" for  literate  and  entertaining  filss 
without  two  (ten?)  million  bucks' 
worth  of  special  effects. 

As  we  have  only  ONE  screening  of 
Secaucus,  should  demand  exceed  the 
supply  of  seats,  we  will  make  every  ef- 
fort to  obtain  another  film  later  in  the 
month  for  those  who  could  not  be  ac- 
commodated. (A  reminder:  Given  the 
vagaries  of  the  post  office,  as  well  as 
our  own  occasional  deadline  problems, 
it  really  behooves  Film  Club  members 
to  submit  self-addressed,  regulation  size 
US  post  cards,  for  personal  notification 
of  those  features  nof  obtained  by  Folio 
press  time,  or  falling  perilously  close  to 
the  beginning  of  the  month).

NOVEMBER  FOLIO  PACL  v 


Pacifica 
Report 


by  Peter  Franck,  President 
Pacifica  Foundation. 

There  is  a  bill  in  Congress  which  would 
prohibit  this  Folio  from  carrying  paid 
advertising.  The  bill,  known  as  the  Bau- 
man  Amendment  has  passed  the  House 
of  Representatives  and  will  come  before 
the  Senate  within  the  next  month.  One 
may  well  ask  why  Congress  cares  whe- 
ther a  Pacifica  program  guide  carries  ads 
or  not.  In  fact,  the  advertising  which  can 
help  make  the  Folio  self-supporting  may 
be  a  civilian  casualty  in  the  battle  be- 
tween the  armies  of  Public  Television  on 
the  one  hand  and  an  unlikely  coalition  of 
media  reform  groups  and  commercial  ma- 
gazine publishers  on  the  other  hand. 

The  Bauman  Amendment  was  prompted 
by  the  emergence  of  a  well-produced  ma- 
gazine called  The  Dial,  which  is  a  program 
guide  for  four  "flagship  stations"  of  the 
PBS  network  (WETA,  Washington  DC; 
WTTW,  Chicago;  KCET,  LA;  and  WNET, 
NY).  Dial  contains  program  listings  for 
each  of  those  stations,  together  with  arti- 
cles and  comments  on  theater,  the  arts, 
book  reviews,  etc.  Dial  is  making  a  strong 
pitch  to  advertisers  on  the  basis  of  the 
guaranteed  circulation  it  can  offer:  the 
combined  membership  of  all  four  stations. 

It  competes  directly  with  magazines  such 
as  The  Washingtonian  (somewhat  similar 
to  Los  Angeles  magazine)  which  along 
with  other  magazines  is  fighting  the  emer 
gence  of  a  competitor  underwritten  by 
public  funds.  They  have  filed  complaints 
with  the  Federal  Communications  Com- 
mission and  the  Federal  Trade  Commis- 
sion, and  seem  to  have  promted  the  Bau- 
man Amendment. 

Commercial  publishers  are  not  the  only 
people  concerned  with  the  movement  of 
public  television  into  "free  enterprise" 
income-generating  activities.  Writing  in 
the  July  28  issue  of  Access  (published  by 
Ralph  Nader's  National  Citizens'  Commit 


tee  on  Broadcasting,  NCCB),  Berkeley 
sociologist  Richard  Bunce  explains: 

"A  number  of  public  stations  are  mov- 
ing to  reduce  their  dependence  on  public 
sector  funding.  They  plan  to  develop  as 
commercial  enterprises  over  the  next  de- 
cade, using  their  public  broadcasting  faci- 
lities as  a  base." 

Bunce  points,  in  addition  to  the  emer- 
gence of  Dial,  to  KQED's  (San  Francisco) 
plan  to  lease  its  second  channel  to  pay  te- 
levision. Channel  32  (KQEC)  was  once 
intended  as  a  minority  access  and  train- 
ing station. 

Public  television  wants  to  start  selling 
its  programs.  Speaking  at  the  annual  meet 
ing  of  public  television  stations,  PBS  Presi 
dent  Larry  Grossman  said; 

"We  must  mine  a  new  source  of  income. 
.  .  .  We  must  use  our  public  funds  as  a  nu- 
cleus of  quality  service,  and  we  must 
leverage  those  funds  through  vigorous  and 
imaginative  marketing  of  our  programs 
and  services  in  the  private  sector." 

Groups  such  as  NCCB,  the  National 
Task  Force  on  Public  Broadcasting  and 
progressive  trade  unions  concerned  with 
media  issues  such  as  AFSCME  and  the 
Machinists'  Union  see  the  move  into  com- 
mercial-like activities  on  the  part  of  pub- 
lic tv  as,  in  part,  a  response  of  the  public 
tv  system  to  the  recent  reforms  in  the  law 
requiring  greater  access  and  community 
accountability  on  the  part  of  public 
broadcasting. 

Pacifica  has  served  in  many  ways  as  a 
model  for  advocates  of  a  responsible  and 
responsive  public  broadcasting  system. 
Faced  with  the  Bauman  Amendment,  it 
has  to  point  out  to  its  friends  in  the  me- 
dia reform  movement  that  a  bazooka-like 
approach  to  public  tv's  growing  commer- 
cialization can  harm  listener-sponsored 
community  radio  unintentionally.  What 
is  needed  is  a  carefully  thought  out  pro- 
gram which  enhances  the  accountability 
of  all  non-commerical  broadcasting. 

Dial  seems  intended  as  a  profit-generat- 
ing enterprise  which  will  free  its  parent 


stations  from  dependence  on  public  funds 
and  the  responsibilities  that  entails.  As 
written,  the  Bauman  Amendment  would 
also  prohibit  the  Folio  from  supporting 
itself  with  local  advertising.  An  amend- 
ment limiting  the  use  of  advertising  in  a 
program  guide  to  the  cost  of  the  guide 
itself  would  be  much  more  appropriate. 

Bauman  added  his  Amendment  as  a 
rider  to  the  Appropriations  Bill  funding 
CPB  (Corporation  for  Public  Broadcast- 
ing) for  next  year.  This  was  the  bazooka 
approach.  Normally,  policy  matters  are 
considered  by  Congress  after  publicly  an- 
nounced hearings  and  broad  public  de- 
bate. For  example,   next  year  a  new  pub- 
lic telecommunications  funding  bill  will 
have  to  be  enacted  to  continue  the  man- 
date of  the  CPB.  That  is  a  perfect  con- 
text for  considering  reforms  in  the  pub- 
lic broadcasting  system.  That  process  al- 
lows a  shaping  of  the  reform  to  meet  the 
problem  and  can  avoid  the  kind  of  over- 
kill involved  in  the  Bauman  Amendment. 

The  Appropriations  Bill  to  which  the 
Bauman  Amendment  is  attached  is  en- 
titled the  "Labor  H.H.S.  Appropriations 
Bill  "  and  is  now  before  the  Senate  Ap- 
propriations Committee.  Supporters  of 
the  Folio  can  write  to  the  Chair  of  the 
Committee,  Senator  Hollings,  or  to  Sen- 
ator Warren  Magnuson  (often  referred  to 
as  "the  Father  of  public  broadcasting").

The  Morning  Reading  for  November: 

"THE  RIDDLE  OF  THE  SANDS" 

In  1903  Erskine  Childers  wrote  a  book  that  is  difficult  to  categorize.  It  is  not, 
strictly  speaking,  about  espionage  or  the  secret  service,  and  yet  these  elements 
become  obvious.  It  is  not  a  book  about  the  sea,  and  yet,  in  a  sense,  the  sea,  or 
at  least  certain  portions  of  coastal  and  tidewater  channels,  are  omnipresent  and 
central  to  the  "riddle."  What  it  really  is,  is  a  novel  of  high  adventure  and  sus- 
pense, uncanny  in  a  prophecy  relating  to  Hitler's  Reich  rather  than  the  Kaiser's 
Fatherland  with  which  it  is  directly  concerned. 

Childers'  own  career  is  as  romantic  as  the  adventures  of  Davies  and  Carruthers. 
Born  in  1870,  his  father  was  English,  his  mother  Irish,  but  he  considered  him- 
self "by  birth,  domicile  and  deliberate  choice,  an  Irishman."  He  received  a  DSC 
in  the  British  Royal  Navy  Air  Service  in  World  War  I,  and  at  the  same  time  was 
running  guns  and  ammunition  from  the  continent  to  Dublin  for  the  Irish  Rebel- 
lion. After  the  war,  as  a  Staff  Captain  in  the  Irish  Republican  Army,  he  was  in- 
tercepted and  executed  by  firing  squad  in  Beggars  Bush  Barracks  by  the  Irish 
Free  State  Army,  in  1922. 

It  was  the  enthusiasm  of  the  influential  writer  and  critic  Christopher  Morley 
that  brought  the  novel  back  to  print  in  1940  (out-of-print  since  1915);  it  has 
since  enjoyed  a  number  of  reprints.  The  reading  of  the  complete  and  unabridged 
edition  is  by  KPFK's  Mario  Casetta  (pictured  here).  The  reading  will  continue 
through  the  month  of  December.
